It  is  admitted  generally 
that  most  visitors  to  National  Parks 
and  Monuments  frequents  these  areas 
not  only  for  the  scenic  and  natural 
features  but  also  to  study  the  ani- 
mals and  birds.” 

”The  perputuitinn  of  primitive 
wild  life  requires  more  than  mere 
protection  because  protection  eli- 
minated only  hunting,  trappin  and 
vandalism,  while  many  other  detri- 
mental influences  arc  at  work." 

"Tho  wild  life  technicians  work 
on  a carefully  thought-out  plan 
designed  to  maintain  all  possible 
primitive  elements  and  to  ogolve  the 
means  of  rest-nting  species  which 
have  been  forced  from  their  rat- 
ural  status.  Adjustments  will  be 
nade  for  the  wild  life  which  can 
only  bo  perpetuated  under  semi- 
artificial  conditions.
